The Plague. 


Daring last week, there were seven cases 
of plague throughout Egypt, ie, .five in 
Samalout district, one at T'antah, and one 
at Alexandria. Since the beginning of the 
year, there have been 336 cases of plague, as 
against 71 in the same period last year, and 
535 in 1904. 


Rigo Alive and Well. 


The announcement of the death of the 
gipsy Rigo is contradicted in a telegram sent 
by Ricciardi, the present hasband of the ex- 
Princess de Chimay, to Rigo’s sister-in-law, 
Bernarhe Rigo, who resided at 34, Ros de 
Beaurezard, Paris.

THE KHEDIVE. 


DEPARTURE FOR CONSTANTINOPLE, 


H.H. the Khedive visited the Abou el Abbas 
Mosque at 9 a.m. to-day, accompanied by a 
number of the Ulema and notables of Alex- 
andria, who had been invited .to attend at the 
ceremony, and by the Grand Mafti, the Sheikh 
of Al Azhar, Sheikh Moh. Shakir, and ten of 
the principal Ulema of the University. The 
studente, 700 in number, who were engaged 
in thair studies, were inspected by the Khe- 
dive, who remained about half an hoar in the 
mosque. Several odes were submitted to his 
Highness, who expressed himself in terms that 
were most complimentary to the diligence of 
the mosqne students and the ability of their 
teacher. ‘I'he ceremony over, H.H. the Khedive 
summoned the Ulema to a mveting at Ras el- 
Tin Palace. 

This afternoon, about 3 o'clock, his Highness, 
accompanied by H.H. ths Khedivah and the 
Khedivial children, embarked on the Austrian 
Lloyd 8.S.Africe, which weighed anchor shortly 
afterwards for Constantinople. 


DAMIETTA. 

The Ministry of the Interior has published 
the arr¢té transforming Damietta into a sab- 
division of the province of Dakahlieh, while it 
retains the title of gouvernorat and continues 
to disperse with the post of omdeh which forms 
part of the administration of ordinasy marka- 
zes. ‘he Markaz of Faraskour is absorbed in 
the new organization, of which it will form 
part as an outpost of police. A redistribution 
of jurisdiction between Damietta and Faras- 
kour in connection with the surrounding 
villages bas also been carried out. 

The Ministry of the Interior base: its deci- 
sion on an equitable consideration of the 
respective interests of Damietta and Faraskour 
and the villages attached to both. It denies 
that the new arrangement will work to the 
detriment of Damietta since this place will 
retain sll its main features as a provincial 
centre of administration. 

The Damietta deputation for London will 
not leave afterall. ‘The delegates who recently 
visited Cairo, realising that the Goveroment 
and Lord Cromer are paying careful attention 
to their deuiands, and being confident that 
local interests will not be allowed to suffer, 
now intend to thank to the Government and 
Lord Cromer, inthe name of the inhabitants 
of Damietta, for the consideration that has 
been shown them.

AN OPEN LETTER FROM TURKEY. 


We have received a copy of an open letter 
to the Ottoman High Commissioner, written 
from Constantinople in Turkish, and dated 
May 16, 1906. ‘Translated it runs as follows: 

Excellency, —The crown of prosperity cannot 
be easily won in this world. Charce, working 
strangely, never permits the traveller on the 
road of good fortune to stop half way. He 
either attains prosperity without a halt on 
his climb, or falls heavily and headlong. 
To-day, behold your Excellency exposed and 
indeed condemned to this overthrow. Being 
myself a man of religious feeling, and consider- 
ing your old age to be honourable, I would 
have wished you, after your defeat in the 
matter of Akaba, had kept silence and so won 
the respect of the world. But alas ! you are 
still supporting your own error, so hear what 
I have to say. 

It is a principle of statesmanship that if 
& grievous political error be committed, even 
by a Government, those responsible for that 
error must resign, and bear on their own 
shoulders the shame of their Government and 
their nation. In the Akaba question you were 
the author of the differences that arose be- 
tween the Governments. You sought, sfter a 
long inactivity in Egypt, and an earlier re- 
nown in war, to crown your military glory 
by diplomatic success. It was yon who advised 
your Government to concern itself with this 
question and yonr advice being mistaken, you 
did not prosper. You wished to go forward 
from Tabah to Tor, bat you have been driven 
back into the sea of contempt whose waves 
have engulfed you. 

We hoped that you would prove a good 
guide for us in Egyptian matters, and we 
believed that a Vizier like yourself, who had 
passed many years in the Valley of the Nile 
in the great position of High Commissioner 
of the Empire, would surely be conversant 
with international questions. However, long 
delays passed in the discussion of the question 
and we began to tremble and to doubt your 
powers, nor did we desire to see you follow a 
dangerous road. Bat perhaps you were intox- 
icatad by your high position. You said, “Have 
no fears ; follow me ; my followers will climb 
Mount Sinai as Moses climbed.” Unhappily 
we trusted and followed you—but instead 
of leading us to that lofty eminence you led 
as and your Government over a precipice.

THE BRITISH SCHOOL AT SPARTA. 


The work of the British School is now in fall 
swing at Sparta, and for the moment the whole 
staff has been transferred from its osual head- 
quarters at Athens to the banks of the Eurotas, 
Mr. Bosanquet, the Director of the School ; Mr. 
Dawkins, who will shortly sacceed him in that 
post ; Mr. Wace, who has rendered such good 
service to archeologists by his catalogae of 
the Sparta Museum; Mr. Dickens, and Mr. 
Tillyard are all engaged on the work which 
the school has undertaken there; while Mr. 
‘Taquair, the architect, is at present making a 
tour of the Frankish Castles of Lakonia, and has 
jast visited Passavé, the splendidly-situated 
castle of Jean de Nenuilly, hereditary Marshal 
of Achaia, whence his war cry of passe avant 
used once toawaken the echoes of the rocks 
when, farin the valley below, armed men passed 
through the narrow defile into Maina. Mr. Tra- 
quair has made plans and sketches of this fine 
Frankish fortress, as well as of Gay de Nive- 
let’s baronial castle of Geraki, with its in- 
teresting Byzsutine churches, and of Monem- 
vasia, the Gibraltar of mediseval Greece, ‘the 
sacred rock,” which was the last refuge of 
Hellenism against the Franks, and which, 
after its retrocession by the latter in 1262, 
furnished the ablest ssamen to the Byzantine 
Navy for close on 200 years. It is enormously 
to the credit of British scholarship that a 
tellow-countryman of George Finlay shoqld 
be the first to make a systomatioplau uf those 
fortresses, whose fortunes the great historian 
of medieval Greece has described in his 
famous work. 

Meanwhile at Sparta itse'f70 men, 65 Lakon- 
ians and five Cretans (the latter all picked 
men specially skilled in excavation work), are 
engaged on ths exploration of the ancient city 
near the Exrotas. The idea of these excava- 
tions arose in 1904, when it was reported that 
some Spartan schoolboys had found clay figu- 
rines at the spot. The actual work of digging 
began in April of the present year, and in the 
short time which has elapsed since then 
great progress has been made. The diggers 
have laid bare three different strata, two 
Greek and one Roman, and the “excavation 
honse,” in which tha school has taken up 
its abode, as well as a cottage opposite, 
are already full of the objects discovered. 
Nearly 10,000 lead figarines, votive offerings 
of the pious, and nambers of votive pots and 
little statuettes have been found, some of them 
of considerable artistic value, and all emanat- 
ing’ from the Artemision. From the discovery 
of several strigils bearing the name of Artemis 
Orthia, to whom they were dedicated, it is 
certain that the foundations which the school 
has unearthed belonged to the temple of that 
goddess. Another building, Grezk or Greco- 
fan in date, has also come to light, and 
the fotndations of an unknown edifice have 
jast been laid bare, possibly the stylobate of 
another temple. Bat Spa:ta was a Byzantine 
city up till the time when Mistra was built by 
William de Villehardouin, Prince of Achaia, 
about 1248, just as it had formerly been aGreek 
and a Roman town, and from the Byzantine 
settlement curious pieces of pottery, coins, and 
other things have already been collected We 
know that Byzantine Sparta was a place alike of 
some military and commercial importance, for 
the “Chronicle of the Morea” mentions its high 
walls at the time of the Frankish Conquest, 
and the author of the life of St. Nikon, its 
patron-saint, alludes to the large colony of 
Jews which existed thera in the latter half 
of the Ninth Century, when that holy man 
tried to expel them with all the zeal of a 
medieval fanatic. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that it should yield considerable stores, as 
‘well as the Greek and Roman towns which it 
succeeded. 

At present /ervet opus, and such will be the 


case till about the end of Jane, when the work 


will be temporarily suspended till next season. 
Modern Sparta has every reason — no less 
than archz.logy—to bless the school’s work, 
for it provides occapation to a number of 
labourers, and is a ceaseless source of conversa- 
tion to the extremely numerous bodies of law- 
yers and doctors who‘live in the small t- —

WESTERN INFLUENCE IN THE EAST, 


clear!y demonstrates to be th3 result of the 
firmno3, combined with the jastice and for- 
bearance, of British rule. ‘I'he Hindas had for 
generations been oppressed and exploited 
by the despotic native ralers, and kindly and 
jnst treatment was new to them. Hence “their 
affections naturally went out to the masters 
whose role brought peace, and blessing, and 
order.” As Professor Vambéry remarks: “A good 
name the English will certainly leave in history. 
Their labours in India will form the worthy 
apotheosis of our Western culture, and when 
to-day we rightly ‘admire Rome’s caltaral 
fluence apon the Vid World, what England 
has accomplished in ladia will in after-ages 
receive the greater recognition, as the work in 
its fatare development promises to be still 
more imposing, mightier, and more far-reaching 
in its results. Even now her inflaence reaches 
from India across the whole of South and East 
Asis, andin this portion of the ancient world 
English is considered the langaage ot civiliga- 


tion par excellence.” 
What Professor Vambéry says with so much 


pride of the British inflaence in India can be 
said with trath of that same inflaence now 
operating ia Ezypt. The results are the best 
test of any policy, and we are content to b3 
jadged by that standard in regard to both 
countries. Formerly misery and oppression’ 
were rampant, but now order has taken the 
place of chaos, ani, as the good work con- 
tinues, those wh to-day are apt to assume the | 
rale of carping critics will be silenced. 

The third part of this admirable and 
fascinating work is devuted to ‘Tha Fatare of 
Islam.” On thissubject also Professor Vam- 
béry speaks with the assurance of one who has 
gained his knowledge by direct personal 
contact with Islam, and his conclasions, there- 
fore, are valuable. He seas today increasing 
sigas of the awakening of that interesting race. 
The straggle with prejadice has been keen 
aad long, bat the mighty influence of ths West 
is beginning to make itself felt in a very 
marked dagree. The fierce antazonism with 
which new ideas were hitherto. received is 
disappearing, aod the present generation of 
Mohamedans throughout the East show sn 
increasing desire to sha-ein ths advantages of 
Western caltare and civilisation. “Afzer thor- 
oughly ingairing into the position of the 
Islamic world daring the first half of the nine- 
teenth centary, and comparing this with thi 
present condition of things, in th3 various 
departments of haman thought and activity in 
Moslem lands, we come to tha conclusion 
‘hat a decided intellectaal evolution has taken 
place ; that the foandations of the ancient 
stractare have been shaken, that the building 
itself shows deep rents and tears, and that 
great changes in this wida sphere of action are 
imminent. The generally prevailing idea th.t 
thiscrisis only manifests itself in the upper 
circles of society cannot ba maintained. The 
movement has been noticed everywhere.” 

With regard to the political future of Is- 
lam, the opinion is freely expressed by the 
Professor that “it is abso'utely and unalter- 
ably true that the reform movement, as it has 
been carried on thas far, will not lead to a 
radical political regeneration of the people 
who profess the Islamic faith, and that a 
transformation for the better will only be 
possible when the leadership is taken out of 
the hands of ths presyat weak and | zy ra- 
lera, and given to strong and capable men. 
Jadging from past experiences, the coarse 
thus far pursuel by the Turkish, Persian, 
Afghan, Moroccan, and other independent 
Moslem Governments must end in the total 
collapse of the reform agitation, because the 
ralers of these coantries far that the least 
yielding towards a more modern view of life 


Tha name of Professor Arminius Vambéry 
is familiar to those whose stadies have led 
them into the romantic East, aud his work, 
‘Travels in Central Asia,” is remembered as a 
masterly treatise on life in that vast and histo- 
ric cootinent. 

In his latest work, “Western Culture in 
Eastern Lands,” which has just been published 
by Mr. John Marray, Professor Vambéry com- 
pares the methods adopted by England and 
Rassia in the Middle East. One object of “he 
work is to defend himself against the accasa- 
tion often laid against him in his criticism and 
appreciation of the civilising work of the two 
countries that he showed partiality to Eogland, 
and did not fairly represent the Russian po- 
sition. 

We tear that those critics who have—some- 
what unpjast'y, we think—made this accusa- 
tion will not be satisfied with the arrangement 
of this “vindication” of the Professor's atti- 
tude, and we expect to be reminded of the 
odiousness of comparisons. ‘That such an 
analogy as is here made is not quite to the 
we ithetic taste, we admit, bat it serves a use- 
fall purpose in helping us to a clearer jadgment 
ot the claim often made that Russia, by reason 
of her situation and nationality, is best fitted to 
carry on the work of civilisation in Asia. 
Professor Vambéry is undoubtedly favourably 
disposed towards Britain, but we cannot bat 
feel that in these pages he has made ont 
a good case for the subjact of his choice. He 
lays a strong indictment against the methods 
of Russia in Central Asia. He is nothing 
if not a generous critic, acd he points out 
that-even the best intentions of the Russian 
Government mast often fail through the unre- 
liability, corraption, and arrogance of its ser- 
vants. These unfortunate traits in the char- 
acter of those to whom the work of penetration 
was delegated seem to have been largely 
responsible for some of the unhappy results 
of the Russian policy. We have heard bitter 
complaints of the cruel domination ot the 
peasant by the Russian bureaucracy, and the 
same unhappy combination of oppression and 
coercion appears to have been resorted to, 
in the Middle East, to an inordinate degre . 
As the author puts it: “In the hierarchy of 
the Tsar, among tha representatives of the 
starving millions of Asis, decked ont in the 
garments of European caltare, there are bat 
few who are actuated by a real desire to 
promote the good of the natives, or who 
possess a spark of love or enthusiasm for 
the work of reformation they are undertaking. 
Many of them have no conception of the task 
that awaits them. Distinction and promotion, 
cards and drinking bouts, are the high ideals 
which rise up before their mind’s eye, and 
éathral them.” We have not forgotten the 
accounts sent throcgh from the front darirg 
the Russo-Japanese war of the debauchery 
of the T'sar’s cflisers in times of critical mo- 
ment. In both cases Russia appears to have 
suffered trom the mistakes and irresponsi- 
bility ot her servants. Conversion by ooer- 
cion ig never a satisfactory operation, but 
when the “civilising” efforts are accompanied 
with cruelty and immoral habits in the “vivi- 
lisere,” wa can well imagine what the effect 
upon the minds of the Mohamedan is likely 
to be, 

Notwithstanding his ursparingcondemna‘ion 
of Russian methods, Profassor Vambéry again 
shows his sense of fairness in his summing

RESEARCHES IN SINAL 


Egyptology is decidedly one of the most 
fraitfal departments of modern scholarship, 
and provides some of the most deeply-inte- 
resting yields. We have long been accustom- 
ed to associate brilliant discovery with the 
name of Professor Flinders Petrie, and his 
new book, published to-day, is not less happy 
in this respect than its many predecessors. 
Owing to the recent dispute with Turkey 
about Akabab, newspaper readers have been 
rendered familiar with some of tho leading 
natural features of that barren stretch of 
desert end mountain, the Sinaitic Perinsals. 
Professor Petrie’s expedition, starting from 
Sxez, did not cross due Kast towards Akabah, 
bat tarned Soath for the ancient “three 
days’ journey int» the wilderness” to the first 
oasis of Wady Gharandel, and then went on 
to the mountains to search for inscriptions 
cut ages ago on the face of the cliffs by 
the Egyptian tarquoise mivers at Maghareh. 
If proof were needed of the ancient over- 
lordship of Egypt over the Bedouins of the 
penineula, it is supplied by Professor Petrie. 
He has found at Maghareb scalptured rocks, 
bearing the image of King Semerkhet, of the 
First Dynasty, whose reign dates back to 
5291 Bc. Seven thousand years have passod 
over the stone, bat have hardly left a mark 
upon it. The original face does not seem to 
have lost even a single coat of sand grains. 
One-can see the King, armed with a mace, 
striking the crouching figare ofa Bedouin 
chief, whose features, says the author, strongly 
resemble those of the present chief of the 
district, Abon Ghanéym. The place effords no 
mesns of sustenance, and never can have 
afforded apy. All provisions and supplies must 
be brought up from the Red Ses, three days’ 
distant. Yet it contains a number of elabo- 
rate rock inscriptions, very many of which 
were wantonly ruined three years ago bya 
turquoise syndicate, holding « concession from 
the Egyptian Government. One is ashamed 
to read that the company was an English one. 
For this is its record: 

‘The Khufa sculptures were smashed up. 
The half dozen Assa inscriptions were all 
destroyed or buried. The Pepy inscriptions 
were abnihilated. The who'e of the Amenem- 
hat inscriptions at the mines have likewise 
disappeared. The Snefera scene has been 
bratally bashed about with a hammer, and the 
only portrait of Snefera has been destroyed. 
The Sahura scene and the Men-kan-hor tablet 
have both been partly blasted away. The Ra-n- 
user tablet has had pieces knocked off it. Only 
the Semerkhet scene, high up above the 
quarries, the second Snefern scene, and the 
tablet of Tahutmess III. have escaped the 
wanton mischief done by the ignorant savagery 
ot so-called educated men.” 

More disgraceful destruction was never per- 
petrated, and it is lamentable that no punish- 
ment is possible. These tablets showed how 
during scores of centacies the Kings of Egypt 
used to send turquoise mining expeditions to 
the interior of the peninsula, which remained 
there for a few weeks, during the favourable 
season, and then retarned with their spoils, 
leaving behind them, in their patient, orderly 
way, @ record in imperishable stone of their 
sovereigns, and a register of their own achieve- 
ments. 

These rugged mountains of the Sinai region 
were valuable only for the tarq10ises hidden in 
the veins of their rosks, and the presiding 
deity of the locality was Hat hor, the Mistress 
of Tarquoise, who had a shrine and temple at 
Serabit, in the heart of the stony hills. The 
earliest cave shrine, says Mr. Petrie, dates 
back to 4750 Bo. ; the temple itself expanded 
outward, and was continually added te between 
the years 3450 and 1150B.c. Hat-hor was not 
an Egyptian, bat a Semitic, goddess—a point 
of great importance. ‘The Egyptians accepted 
her, jast as the Romans accepted the local 
gods of the lands they conquered, and they 
associated with ber in ater times the woreh'p 
of one of their own gods, Sopda. But the ritual 
at Serabit was purely femitic, and its signifi- 
cance is just this, that fora thousand years 
and more before the time of Moses and the 
traditional authorisation of the ritual of the 
people of Israel a closely similar ritual was 
practised in the Sinaitic peninsula. The rains 
of the temple are littered with broken altars 
for burnt sacrifice and incense ; great beds of 
ashes, estimated to weigh fifty tons or more, 
are still to be seen, the fael for which must 
have been brought from a great distance; 
variety of broken stone tanks and basins show 
that a whole series of ablations was reqaired of 
the wo:shipper. Most interesting of all, the: 
remains of a large number of stone cubicles 
show that the devotees of Hat-hor sought 
oracular dreams by sleeping in the precincts, 
in the hope that the goddess would reveal to 
them where her precious blue jewels lay hid. 
And those who enjoyed good fortane in their 
mining gratefally erected memorial stele or 
pillars to Hat-hor, with inscriptions of thanks 
that may still be read. Mr. Petrie naturally 
illustrates this latter custom by quoting the 
Biblical story of Jacob’s dream at Bethel, and 
he establishes beyond reasonab’e doubt that 
‘the law’ as given by Moses was no rew 
invention, but a codification, as it were, of 
ancient Semitic customs that were by no means 
confined to the family of Abraham. 

Mr. Petrie was most fortanate in his finds 
among the roins, for though, when the g0ze 
rainty of Egypt wes no longer maintained, 
the Bedonins came and emashed everything 
that could easily be broken they | ft the pieces 
behind them, and in tke dry climate of the 
desert the tooth of time bas no dest: uctive 
edge. So he tells us how, side by side he found 
the ancient flint tools of the earliest workers and 
pieces of beantiful alabaster vares, the craft- 
manshbip of the latest dynest’es. His greatest 
find, however, was a soript on the stones that 


was not Esyptian, but Semitic. This script, 
the writing, no doubt, of Syrian or Arabian 
servants of Egyptian masters, disposes of the 
theory that the Hebrews were unacquainted 
with the art of writing ontil they learnt it 
from the Egyptians, and it is not without an 
important bearing opon Biblical oriticism. It 
makes it almost certain that the Hebrews kept 
records and registers cf their ogn people long 
before the time of their captivity in Ez,ypt 
daring the reign of Rameses II., from 1300 to 
1234 B.c. And so when, under the early monar- 
chy, the Hebrews came to gather together 
the materials for the general history of their 
race, and prodaced the books known as the 
Books of Moses, ‘‘all the external probability 
shows that it was an editing of actual docu- 
ments, and not merely of oral tradition.” And 
Professor Petrie adds :— 

“There is, indeed, also strong internal evi- 
dence that written documents were used, for 
if only oral material was available could we 
except any editor of such to refrain from 
unifying the usage of names and the varieties 
of style ? Could we expect such an editor to 
insert so frequently two versions of the same 
statements only slightly altered? In such 
duplications and variations of the text in 
Genesis and Exodus are the strongest proof 
that written dosuments were before the editors, 
and that they were so ancient and revered 
that no unification was to be tolerated.” 

There is one other chapter in Professor 
Petrie’s book which is ot profound interest to 
Biblical scholars, that in which he re-examines 
the story of the Exodas by the light of his own 
joarneys in the peninsuls. He holds that the 
traditional view as to the direction taken by 
the Israelites on leaving Suez is the correct 
one. That is to say, they turoed to the south 
to Wady Gharandel, and did not essay the 
crossing of the desert towards Akabab. The 
natoral oasis, where tha Midianites wonld col- 
lect to oppose an invader, was the Wady 
Feiran, then, as now, the most fertile spot in 
the whole peninsula. Mr. Petrie brings good 
evidence to show that the climatic condi- 
tions cannot have changed daring tha inter- 
vening three thousand yearr, and he holds 
that it would be physically impossible to take 
a host of more than five thousand people 
through the desert, owing to scarcity of water 
and supplies. Population, indeed, is so scanty 
that the Bedouins consider that four tents are 
sofficient to constitute a city and onea 
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SYRIA OTTOMAN RAILWAY CO. 
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LADY AND THE OFFICIAL RECEIVER.

In the Chancery Division, last week, before 
Mr. Justice Swinfen Eady, the case of Owen 
v. the Syria Ottoman Railway Company was 
heard. 

This was a motion by the receiver, appoint- 
ed in an action brought against the company 
by persons claiming to be its secared creditors. 
‘he company, a Turkish one, was originally 
formed to construct a railway from Acre to 
Damascus, but had surrendered its concession 
to the Turkish Government and had been 
wound up in Eogland, as stated in the law 
report published in the “Times” of March 
16. Of the money received from the Tarkish 
Government on the retrocession a part still 
remained in Constantinople, and the Courts 
there, which did not recognize the receiver as 
representing the company, had given judgment 
in favour of a lady who alleged a claim on 
the fand as a secured creditor. “In this she 
had obtained the assistance of a Mr, J.R. 
Pilling, who, having been the promoter of the 
company, had convinced the Government: of. 
his right to act as its representative, in which 
character he had consented to the jadgment. 
The object of the present application was to 
restrain him from aiding the lady in those or 
farther proceedings, from holding meetings of 
the company in Constantinople (one of such 
meetings having been called by him for 
Tnesday last), and from otberwise interfering 
with the receiver. The motion also asked 
tor his committal to prison. 

Mr. Cozens-Hardy appeared tor the receiver; 
and Mr. Howard Wright also supported the 
motion on behalf of the official receiver acting 
as liquidator of the company. Mr. Pilling did 
not appear. 

Mr. Justice Swinfen Eady made the order 
in the terms asked, except for committal, as 
to which he directed the motion to stand 
over.

MR. MOUROMTSEFF.

Mr. Monromtseff is tall, troad-shouldered, 
but otherwise of slight build, and with a fine 
expressive look in his clear eyes. Affable and 
polite, he, at firat sight, impresses one as 
being reticent and cold of bearing ; but in an 
ethical argument, when he endeavonrs to 
elucidate. the trath, he is as bright as a 
pellocid stream in the sun’s rays. He is an 
admirable jarist, having studied in the noted 
school of Jering, in Germany, and in Moscow, 
where he succceded Professor Krilcff as ex- 
pounder of Romanlaw. At that time he was 
twenty-five years of age. 

Mr. Mouromtseff has written a “History of 
Roman civil law” that ranks as a classic, and 
a polemical work, “‘What is Justice?’ which 
stamps him as a modern innovator. He never 
would have given up his dry law studies were 
it not that he forfeited his professorship by 
as id liberal theses opposed to autocratic 
rule. 

The affection of his pupils sustained him 
in his work in the “Law Journal,” where he 
continued to expound liberal ideas, and among 
the members of the “Society of Jarists” of 
Moscow where, during the reign of Alexander 
III., he strove for the maintenance of the 
liberties granted by Alexander’ II. The jour- 
nal was suppressed, and the society dis- 
solved by the authoritite, but it only served 
to increase Mr. Mouromtseff’s influence and 
reputation. Peup!e opposed to him in politics 
consulted him juridically. Even to this day 
he is held in high esteem as jarist by those 
leading officiala who are antagonists of his 
progressive ideas. 

It ‘shonld not, however, be assumed that 
Mr. Monromtseff is at alla demagogue He is 
not even an orator in the strict sense of the 
word. His words, sober, precise, and logical, 
are eloquent simply by reason of their con- 
vincing effect. He addresses his audience in 
the style ot a Roman jurist with so apparent 
a love of truth that ha imparts to the least 
important subjects a tone of high elevation. 
His ideal constitution is that of England, 
which he considers normal. He had already 
expressed his sentiments in regard to it at the 
university in a speech on the occasion of the 
centenary of Pouschkice, and he has developed 
that ideal in a scheme submitted to Count 
Bolsky, the actual President of the Council 
of the Empire. The formula which he has at 
heart, and which is also the formula of the 
party to which he belongs, is that after having 
freed Rossia from the bureaucracy whose 
errors have been placed to the account of 
Tsarism, a constitutional Tsar must remain as 
the guarantor of order and baving the same 
attributes as a king of England. 

In regard to the fature of Rassia, Mr. 
Mouromtseff's opinion is that it entirely 
depends on what may be the fate of the 
bureaucracy. It remains powerful and op- 
pressive while it disposeg of the army. The 
only eounterbalance effectively opposed to it 
must be a unanimous jaridical influence. 
“Will the ferment now in operation among 
the differing sections come to an end?” qne- 
ries Mr. Mouromtseff. “Should armed repres- 
sion engender revolution, the constitational 
democrats of whom I am the leader will be 
wiped out. Witha view of our programme 
being a success, the Dama must be legislative 
and not consultative.” For home leg'‘slation 
Mr. Monromtseff and his party demand univer- 
sal soffrage, free speech, and a free Press, the 
respect for individual liberty, the responsibi- 
lity of Ministers to the Dum», enforced pri- 
mary instruction and allotment of Jand to 
country people, but on terms of an equitable 
indemnity to the landowners. It iso this 


‘| latter point that the Socialist Democrats dif- 


fer from the Constitational party. They de 
mand an act of expropriation for the benefit of 
the country people without indemnity of any 
kind. 

Mr, Mouromtseff’s present aim is to bring 
the two antagonistic parties in unison. He 
is assisted in that objactive by the support 
he received from the electors whose votes 
gained him the presidency. His study of 
Roman law has endowed him with analyticat 
and systematic force. Hs has lived on a level 
with Roman history, tha most elaborate jari- 
dicial history in the world—and the question 
is, will he succeed in imparting his own con- 
victions tothe majority ? Will he succeed in 
silencing the merely talkative members of the 
Dama with a view of obtaining a fair hearing 
for the enlightened orators ? The srcsess of 
the Dama as a legislative body depends on 
the answer to these two questions. It is either 
evolution or revolution—and such is the 
belief of Mr. Monromtseff himself. (‘Globe.”’)

MIDSHIPMEN AND MONKEYS, 


— 


. “Whether,” said the Chief Boatman, retlec- 

tively, “midshipmen or monkeys is the most 
mischievous is a thing I’ve never rightly 
sorted out, so to speak, in my head.” He was 
off duty, and eeated on the low wooden bench 
in front of the whitewashed wall surrounding 
the coastguard-station, which looks out over 
the estuary, where all the ships of all the 
world pats to and fro upon their various 
occasions. ‘I'v the exstward the pale yellow 
gold of the sandbanks showed up in patches, 
as the ebb tide left them bare, lipped and 
eiged by a creamy ribbon of foam, which 
marked the line between them and the clear 
green water which rastled around the great 
bnoys markiog the channele, and chattered 
past the blaff bows of the squat, red-painted 
light vessels.

He goes to the 
Firat Lootenant, and ’e says: ‘If you please, 
sir, I've brought a monkey aboard, and ’e’s a 
very ‘armless kind o’ monkey, and I wants to 
take ‘im’om3 to my ma.’ Now, the First Loo- 
tenant, ’e’ad a sort cf a likin’ for. this young 
limb, so ’e says, ‘Very well,’ ’e says, ‘when the 
Captain comes aboard to-morrow I'll ask h‘m if 
you may keep him.’ Well, that night the mon- 
key got loose, an’ fuand ‘is way under the 
t’gall’n fo’c’sl, where Chippy, that’s the carpen- 
ter you understand, and ‘is men ’ad been work- 
ing, and had left a mediam-sized glae-pot, with 
the glue in it, what was still liquid. The mon- 
key goes moseyin’ around, and presently ‘e 
shoves ‘is hand into the gloe-pot, up to his 
wrist, and ‘owever it was, I can’t say, bot he 
couldn’t get his ’and oat of it. Well, he starts 
in atearin’ and a rampagin’ round onder the 
fo’c’al, where the men was in their ’ammocks 
fast asleep, and first one wakes up and then 
another, and ses one to another like, ‘What's 
op, now; what's broke loose? At last they 
turns out, and Ginger Jones, what was a ordi- 
nary seaman, sings out, ‘Strike me pink, if it 
aic’t a monkey with the boxin’ gloves on.’ 
With that the crowd gets a move on ’em, and 
chases that there monkey till ’e takes to the 
riggin’, and they goos back to their ’ammocks. 
The quartermaster, what ‘ad the first wateb, 
didn’s take mach notice, bat says, ‘Well, if the 
blighter ’as gone aloft, jast let ’im stop there. 
This was at ten o’clock, and when ‘is relief 
comes up at midnight, ’e clean forgot all about 
the monkey, and ses nothin’ about ‘im. 

“Well, about one in the mornin’ the ship’s 
corpora, what ’ad the middle watch, comes up 
from the g lley with two basins 0’ boilin’ cocoa, 
one for ‘isse'f, and one fur the quartermaster. 
Ere, Bill,’ esings out, ‘’ere’s a little drop of 
all right for to warm yoa up. ‘Standin’ in the 
gangway, ’e was, with his lantern in one hand, 
atretched ont above the basin o’ cocos, what 
-was in is left. Bill, ’e pats out ’is hand for to 
take the cocoa, when the monkey, wot was a 
gettin’ on the mainyard, immediately over 
their 'eads, at this pertiklar moment, gets his 
hand out of the glae-pot; it come down 
straight as a die on top of the lantern, what 
was oneo’ them old-fasbi ned iron and glass 
things, with a parser’s dip inside, and smashes 
it to atoms, an’ not only that, it drives the 
iron bottom o’ the lantern throngh the basin 
0’ cocoa, breaks the basin, and scalds the ehip’s 
corporal and tbe quartermaster somethink 
true], They sets to work a holleria’ and swear- 

iv’, till the First Lootenant ccm3s out of his 
cabin to find oat what all the row’s aboat. 

“Next day the Captain didn’t come off, 
bat sends word to ‘ave steam ready on the 
engines, and the anchor short-stey, at one 
o'clock, all ready to weigh when ’e comes 
aboard ; and in the meanwhile nobody couldn’t 
fiud the monkey, nor see ‘im nowheres, and 
80'a was sort of forgotten, cept by the 4arter- 
m:ster and the ship’s corporal, what was 
scalded. “Well, at one o’cc!ock aboard comes 
the Captain. ‘All ready to weigh, sir! says 
No.1. ‘All right! an-wors the Captato ; 
‘did yoa get that parchment of confi lential 
despatches wot I sent cff yesterday ? ‘Yes, 
sir,’ says No. 1, ‘and the paymaster, ’e ’as 
them locked op in the sbip’s offie.’ The 
Captain goea into his cabin, and in one mo- 
ment ’e’s oat, ragin’ and swearin’. ‘Where's 
the First Lootenant? Who's been in my 
cabin 7’ he sings out. ‘What's op, sir ? sings 

oot No. 1. ‘You come here and look,’ answars 
the skipper. I mast tell you that 'e@ was & 
- Mighty particalar cfficar, was the skipper, 
an’ ‘ad a beautiful cabin, wi.h a wh'te carpet, 
with crimaon rugs. No. 1, ’e goes in, and 


there’s the big inkpo', wot held about pint of 
ink, lying bottom up in the middle of the cabin, 
all the blottin’ paper and the Navy List torn 
op, like for a paperchas*, an’ the iok rannin’ | shepheard’s Hotel ; Mr. Felix Powell, Turf Club ; Mr. Plunkett, 
about in rivers. ‘Who has perpetrated this ere, 


outrage ?’ asks the skippor; and No. 1, ’e 
looks blank, till at that momeat the monkey 
skips up from behind a chair, and darts out 0’ 
the port. Well, they swabs up the ink, and 
picks up the paper, aud goes on the poop for 
to get the ship under way, when the skipper, 
what was standin’ in the starboard dicky, very 
angry and cross like, sings out, ‘Who’s that 
slingin’ things out o’ the maindeck port, there, 
contrary to ordsre?’; and then, ‘Good Heavene!’ 
he says to No. 1, ‘chere’s some one throwing 
them despatches overboard |’ and, as he spoke, 
outo’ the port comes a big parchment envelope, 
all tore to bits, and a shower of envelopes, all 
fastened down with big red seals. “Jerusalem!” 
says No.1, ‘it’s that blighted monkey again, 
lil bet a pint.’ And so it war, sure enough ; 
bat, Lord, they couldn’t catch ‘im, not for 
a week, they couldn’t, and by the Captain’s 
orders that there mid spent all is time in the 
riggin’ after the monkey, save when he was 
at his meals or in bis ‘ammock.” 

‘ What come to the monkey?”

_The “Vossischa Zsitang” reports that the 
visit which the German Emperor's brother-in- 
law, Dake Ernest Giiath2r of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein, recently paid to Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria came to an abrupt and anexpected 
termination. Dake Ernest Giinther, in propos- 
ing the toast of the Bulgarian Army, at 4 
banquet given in bis honour at Sofia by Prince 
Ferdinand, was reported to have said that the 
Bulgarians were tha Japanese of the Near 
East. It was farther stated that this and other 
utterances of the Dake gave offence to the 
Sultan of Turkey. 

When the report of Dake Ernest Giinther’s 
speeches at Sofia reached Berlin, by way of 
Constantinople, the Emperor immediately tele- 
graphed to his brother-in-law, ordering him to 
terminate his visit and return to Germany. 
The ‘ Vossische Zeitung’ demands an official 
explanation whether the rumours which are 
carrent regarding Duke Ernest Giinther’s 
abrupt recall are trae.

ANCIENT ALEXANDRIA. 


In the German journal “Philologus” for 
1905 Herr Ausfeld has an article interesting 
to inhabitants of Alexandria upon the quarter 
of the city known, in Roman times, by the 
duplicate titles of Neapolis and Broucheion ; 
forty a topographical dissertation he proves 
they were partly identical. 

Broucheion, from [lapouxetoy “ wheat 
granary,” a name given, 10 derision, to the 
district in which the Maoseum and Library 
being situate should have been the seat of 
culture, was a title which became popular 
during the Roman epoch. he quarter, how- 
ever, did include the chief granaries, and lay 
along the Dromos ; therefore must have partly 
corresponded with the new city, or Neapolis. 

Indeed, daring the first three centuries of 
our era the terms were used for the .same 
quarter of the town: Neapolis being the offi- 
cial, and Broucheion, the popular, and at: first 
derisive, name. 

After the destruction Alexandria suffered 
under Aarelian, the name Broucheion con- 
tinued until well into the fourth centary and 
then ceased to be used, whilst the official 
‘“Neapolis” was the appellation up to the date 
of the Arab conquest. 


PALESTINE FOR THE JEWS. 


Presiding at the firat meeting of the British 
Federation of the Jawish Territorial Organiza- 
tion held last week, Mr. Israel Zangwill said 
the organization was to-day world-wide, with 
branches in Earope, Asis, Africa, America, 
and Australia. A branch was even about to 
be formed in East Africa, while one of the 
strongest branches was in Palestine. Not only 
had the British Government now formally 
expressed its willingness to treat with the Ito, 
bat Mr. Chamberlain had empowered him to 
say that, so far as his Parliamentary ivflaence 
went, the Opposition woald cordially sapport 
whataver his Majesty's Government might 
decide to do for the Jewish pasple. They were 
in the market today fora territory and if 
Palestine could be obtained on an autonomoas 
basis their programme was fu’filled to per- 
fection. If, on the other hand, their opponents 
coa!d not show them how to gat Palestine, it 
was equally their daty to tha Jewish people to 
come over and help them. Tae internati nal 
council would meet in the summer, and a 
practical decision would probsbly ba taken. 
When their scheme was ripe a Jewish loan 
would be raised. [hey were tired of talk ; they 
had seen too many Rassian corpses. They 
wanted to sea & land to which the Jewish 
wanderer might turn his steps, knowing that 
he want toa land of rast. Mr. Lucien Wolf 
moved the following resolation:—‘T'nat this 
mass masting of London Jews and of delegates 
from leading towns of Great Britain and 
Ireland records its conviction that the unhappy 
condition of the Jewish people in many part: 
of the world and the increasing volam3 of 
Jewish emigration urgently demand the pro- 
vision of a tarritory upon an autonomons basis 
for those Jews whoare unwilling or unable 
to remain in thair present lands, and pladges 
itself to promote by every means in its power 
the acquisition of auch a legally assured place 
of Jewish settlement.” The resolution was 
seconded by Mr. C, Salzberger, trastea of the 
United Hebrew Charities of America, and 
adopted,
